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]"T is unlikely that any one collection in the world, public or private, can boast a complete 
set of the original Gilbert and Sullivan first-night programs. I believe they are identified 
^ and assembled here in this edition for the first time. All are hard to find and, of course, 
getting scarcer with each succeeding year. Several are known to me by only one copy. In 
at least two instances — Thespis and The Sorcerer — positive identification is so difficult that 
it is possible someone will turn up demonstrably earlier programs than those I have included 
in this edition. It is also possible, and perhaps more likely, that for a few operas (Pirates, 
Patience, Princess Ida) first-night souvenir programs will be found that at present I must re- 
gard as not having had first-night souvenirs. 

In the programs of early Gilbert and Sullivan operas, the day and date were almost invari- 
ably omitted. So assuming, of course, that the cast is correct, identification of a first-night 
program must be determined from interior evidence, not always readily recognizable. Later, 
with the opening of the Savoy Theatre, first-night programs contained an announcement to 
the effect that "on this occasion the opera will be conducted by the composer." This, in addi- 
tion to the day and date, which began to be included erratically somewhat earlier, makes 
identification relatively simple and certain. Some programs even bear in tiny printed num- 
erals both the date and the quantity printed. 

In all instances when no other ownership is specified, the programs reproduced here come 
from my own or from the Carroll Wilson collection and are in the Pierpont Morgan Library, 
New York. (To the back of each facsimile there has been added, as an aid to identification, 
a circled numeral which corresponds to the following description. ) 



L THESPIS 

In the collection of Bridget D'Oyly Carte 

This earliest Thespis program contains no posi- 
tive identification of use on Tuesday, December 
26, 1871. The only other copy I know is in the 
Harvard University Library. Subsequent pro- 
grams mention by name on their third page the 
forthcoming Gaiety attractions, and show other 
obvious evidence of being later. 

2. TRIAL BY JURY 

Only on the evening of Thursday, March 25, 
1875, did the triple bill at the Royalty Theatre 
consist of the three titles found in this program: 
It is, therefore, a first-night program, the only 
copy I have ever seen. 



3. THE SORCERER 

The presence of "Saturday, November 17th, 
and every evening" unfortunately is not con- 
clusive evidence that this is a first-night pro- 
gram; but it is the earliest of those bearing this 
same date designation, which apparently was 
used for two weeks. Later programs describe 
Act 2 as "Market Place in the Village of 
Ploverleigh" and add a credit line for the sup- 
plier of refreshments. 

4. H.M.S. PINAFORE 

In the collection of Bridget D'Oyly Carte 

Five hundred copies of this program were 
printed for Saturday, May 25, 1878. It seems 
clearly to have been intended to serve both first 
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and second nights. This is the only copy so far 
that has survived from that epochal premiere. 

THE PIRATES OF PENZANCE 

5. Paignton 

In the collection of Bridget D'Oyly Carte 

This handbill leaflet bears the day and date — 
Tuesday, December 30 — showing that it was 
printed after the larger-size bills which carried 
the date as Monday, December 29 (see illustra- 
tion, page 101). Miss D'Oyly Carte has two 
copies of this rarity, the only copies I have 
seen. 

6. New York — regular program 

In the Theatre Collection of Harvard Uni- 
versity 

This is the first Gilbert and Sullivan first-night 
program to carry the information that Arthur 
Sullivan would conduct the performance. It is 
dated unmistakably December 31, 1879. The 
Fifth Avenue Theatre regular programs at this 
time were near-tabloid size and of four pages. 
This Harvard Library example lacks pages 
three and four, but it is the only copy I have 
seen. 

7. New York — souvenir program 

In the collection of Bridget D'Oyly Carte 

The only silk program that I have encountered 
in Gilbert and Sullivan first nights occurs in 
deep plum-purple and in white. Miss D'Oyly 
Carte has an example of each. This souvenir is 
a simple affair, made up like a newspaper ad- 
vertisement, printed as a small silk handbill. 

8. London — regular program 

In the Enthoven Collection at the Victoria 
and Albert Museum, London 

The key to identifying this program is the word 
"Production" on the front cover. In the theatre 
parlance of those days, "production" meant 
"first performance." Except for this subtle clue 
there is no date, no mention of Sullivan con- 
ducting (which he did), in short no positive 
means of identification. The Enthoven copy of 
this program bears the ink notation of the origi- 
nal first-nighter on its cover — "3 April 1880 
Amphitheatre." There does not appear to have 
been a souvenir program for the London first 
night of Pirates. 

9. Indulgence Slip 

In the Enthoven program is an undated printed 
notice of management apology, popularly 



known as an indulgence slip, which in this case 
informed the audience of the replacement of 
Miss Everard by Miss Emily Cross. 

PATIENCE 

10. Opera Comique Program 

The first-night program is readily identified by 
its red border and front-cover initials, and by 
the notice on page three that on Saturday, April 
23, there would be no forepiece. Again, no 
mention appears of the fact that the composer 
was to conduct, and there seems to have been 
no souvenir program for the first night. 

11. Opening of the Savoy 
Theatre 

This unmistakable yet oddly modest first-night 
program contains all the points one could de- 
sire for its identification: the day, date, descrip- 
tion of the occasion, and — for the first time in 
a London Gilbert and Sullivan first-night pro- 
gram — an announcement, "On this occasion 
the Performance will be conducted by the Com- 
poser." It seems curious that there was no sou- 
venir to dress the Savoy Theatre that evening. 
Perhaps one will turn up, but there is no press 
mention of any and no example is in the 
D'Oyly Carte files or in the Enthoven Collec- 
tion. Later in the run, there was a Patience 
souvenir program, complete with a motif of 
Savoy electric light bulbs in its decorative 
scheme. 

IOLANTHE 

12. Regular Program 

This was available in a ribbed pink as well as 
ribbed greenish paper, and perhaps in other 
shades. It carries the day and date — Saturday 
Evening, November 25 — as well as the an- 
nouncement that the performance would be 
conducted by the composer. 

13. Souvenir Program 

lolanthe was the first Gilbert and Sullivan opera 
to have a souvenir program for its London pre- 
miere. It is similar to the electric-light-bulb de- 
sign of the late-run Patience souvenir, but with 
appropriate figures of the Fairy Queen and the 
Lord Chancellor. It features the day and date 
— Saturday Evening, November 25 — and also 
a line announcing the composer as conductor.

14. PRINCESS IDA 

REGULAR PROGRAM 

There are two of these, both clearly dated Sat- 
urday evening, January 5, 1884. One has the 
announcement of the composer conducting and 
was probably not used on opening night, and 
one does not and probably was so used (as de- 
scribed in the Introduction to Princess Ida, 
page 205). Therefore it is this latter that is 
included here among the first-night programs. 
Both programs have been noted in a variety of 
colors, possibly indicating the part of the house 
in which they were distributed. Apparently 
there was no souvenir for the first night, or if 
there was one it remains to be discovered. 
Early in the run the Savoy had a four-page 
gold-decorated Princess Ida souvenir (see illus- 
tration, page 207). This v/as followed in mid- 
summer by a multicolored lithographic pro- 
gram, designed by Miss Alice Havers (Mrs. 
Morgan), which received widespread favorable 
notice. Its basic art-work was used repeatedly 
for later operas — late in the run of Ruddigore, 
for the first revivals of Pinafore and Pirates, 
and for the launching of Yeomen of the Guard. 



THE MIKADO 

15. Regular Program 

The same style of regular program used for 
Princess Ida continued for The Mikado on a 
variety of colored paper. It is readily recogniz- 
able, with the day and date — Saturday Evening, 
March 14 — as well as a display line proclaiming 
the fact that on this occasion the composer 
would conduct. 

16. Souvenir Program 

The Mikado first-night souvenir program is un- 
related in design to any other Gilbert and Sul- 
livan souvenir, and refrains from the obvious 
Japanese pictorial decoration that one might 
have expected. It is unmistakable, as it carries 
the day-and-date and the display line that the 
composer would conduct the performance. I 
have only seen one copy. Throughout the sum- 
mer of 1885, the audiences received a more 
elaborate program designed by Alice Havers 
and featuring a Patience front cover and an 
lolanthe back cover. By September a charac- 
teristic Mikado souvenir, featuring the first act 
Quintette in full color, was available to Savoy 
Theatre audiences. 



RUDDYGORE 

17. Regular Program 

The Mikado regular program style was closely 
followed for the first night of the next opera. I 
have seen this Ruddygore first-night program 
in four different colors. It carries the date — 
Saturday Evening, January 22, 1887 — and also 
the composer-conductor line, displayed on the 
third page, as in its predecessor. 

18. Souvenir Program 

The first-night souvenir for Ruddygore is a full- 
color, one-fold affair, which reverses the cover- 
sequence designed by Alice Havers for her 
early Mikado souvenir. It features lolanthe on 
its front cover and Patience on the back. In- 
side are figures from Pirates and Sorcerer. 
Like the regular program, it contains the day, 
date, and year, as well as the line announcing 
the composer-conductor. 

There was an undated indulgence slip on the 
first night: NOTICE. In consequence of the 
elaborate nature of the Second Act Scene, it is 
possible that there may be some delay this 
Evening between the Acts, for which the kind 
indulgence of the audience is requested. 
R. D'Oyly Carte, Proprietor and Manager. 
Savoy Theatre. 



THE YEOMEN OF THE GUARD 

19. Regular Program 

The Yeomen regular first-night program, very 
like the last few preceding, displays the date — 
Wednesday Evening, October 3, 1888. It also 
features boldly, at the bottom of page two, the 
line that the composer would conduct. 

20. Souvenir Program 

This was obviously designed by Alice Havers 
for Princess Ida, but in its adaptation for Yeo- 
men has the date — Wednesday Evening, Oc- 
tober 3, 1888 — as well as a line announcing 
the composer as conductor. g 

21. Indulgence Slip 

Yeomen had a dated indulgence slip in the pro- 
gram on its first night — one which apologized 
to the audience for the tenor's (Mr. Courtice 
Pounds') severe cold. 



THE GONDOLIERS 

22. Regular Program 

Although at first glance this program does not 
appear to have more indication of date than 
merely "This (Saturday) Evening," in the lower 
left-hand corner of the front cover will be found 
the full date — 7-12-89 — and the quantity, 
1,500. It also bears the line that the composer 
will conduct. 

23. Souvenir Program 

The Alice Havers souvenir design for The Gon- 
doliers had first been used late in the Yeomen's 
run. It is of classic allegorical inspiration 
not calculated to illustrate any specific Gilbert 
and Sullivan opera. As in the case of the regu- 
lar program, the important day-and-date identi- 
fication and the quantity are noted in a lower 
corner. A line of small type is added to the 
Dramatis Personae page indicating that the 
composer would conduct 

24. Indulgence Slip 

Fearful of the length of time it would take on 
the first night to change scenery, D'Oyly Carte 
apologized with a dated indulgence slip in- 
serted in the programs. 

UTOPIA, LIMITED 

25. Regular Program 

For the first time in ten years there was a dif- 
ferent-looking regular program — one that did 
not employ the heavy border designs used since 
Princess Ida. It carries no advertising. It does, 
however, carry the date — "This Evening, Satur- 




day October 7th, 1893" — as well as the con- 
ductor-composer announcement. I have seen 
only one copy. 

26. Souvenir Program 

The souvenir for the first night of Utopia, Lim- 
ited is just like the Gondoliers souvenir, except 
that the day, date, and year are printed in full 
at the head of the Dramatis Personae, as in the 
regular program. Both this and the regular pro- 
gram incorrectly list Miss Florence Easton as 
Phylla, whereas understudy Miss Howell-Her- 
see actually sang the role, and was so credited 
in later programs until Miss Easton's return 
November 7. 

27. THE GRAND DUKE 

SOUVENIR PROGRAM 

An entirely different style of souvenir program 
was devised for this final Gilbert and Sullivan 
first night, featuring the two-headed eagle of 
Savoy. The day and date (without the year) 
are printed at the top of page two — "This Eve- 
ning, Saturday, March 7th" — and across on the 
facing page is a display line proclaiming: "On 
this occasion the opera will be conducted by 
the composer." Since this is not as elaborate or 
expensive a souvenir as D'Oyly Carte usually 
provided at his Gilbert and Sullivan first nights, 
it is possible he may have used it throughout 
the house on that occasion and had no regular 
program printed such as he used for later per- 
formances. If there was one, I have never seen 
a copy. Later there were souvenirs like this 
first-night program, as well as regular programs 
of similar design but printed wholly in brown 
ink on cheap light-weight paper.
